cles, But if we mean that such 
@ passage was ever made then 
we are within the limite of 
scientific history, The archeo- 
logival discoveries of the last 


port rather than contradict 
the Bible evidence. And even 
in the Gospels, which contain 
the essence of Christian teach- 
ing, differences may be found. 
For example, did the cleansing 
of the Temple come at the open- 
ing or ¢losing of Jesus’ mini- 
stry and did the woman an- 
noint Jesus’ head or feet or 
were there two cleansings and 
two annointings? But these 
differences in detail, from the 
standpoint of legal evidence, 
rather establish than  de- 
atroy the truth, 

But let us grant that there 
are actual misstatemente or 
other materials that we indi- 
vidually cannot accept, does 
this necessarily destroy the 
value of the. Bible asa guide 
for us and for all mankind? 
Now if a writer should be ask- 
ed to make a write-up on the 
town of Arrowwood and he 
should state that the curling 
rink was back of the tennis 
court but he had the school, the 
church, the station, the post 
office and every other building 
in its right place would that 
mean that his whole essay was 
of no value historically or 
otherwise? We do place the 
Bible in a class by itself and na- 
tucally hesitate to bring it to 
the level of other writings for 
purposes of illustration, etc. But 
we must remember that it has 
passed through human hands 
in its writings, transition and 
translation and the buman 
elements are bound to appear 

No, we would very frankly 
say, One error or many errors 
will not destroy the truth that 
is contained therein. In fact no 
mind has been able to grasp it 
all but accepting what we see, 
the larger truth becomes clear- 
er and clearer as study and dis- 
cover,

Tax, are now due and should be filed with the Superin- 
tendent of Income Tax, Qu’Appelle Block, Edmonton. 


BEFORE MAY 31, 1932 


Forms fur returns may be procured from any Provin- 
cial Government Office, such as court houses, lands titles 
offices, land offices, municipal secretaries, sheriffs, bailiffs, 
ete, or from any bank, or direct from the Supt. of Income 


, employed, or carrying on business in Alberta, 


are liable to tax on income, subject to the exemptions provided 


Taxpayers are urged to go at once tu the nearest office 
where forms may be procured, secure the necessary forms 
and make their returns immediately. Those who, after de- 
ducting the exemptions allowed in the Act, are not liable 
to a tax. need not fill returns, 

Full information re exemptions and method of filing 
returns, is contained on the forms themselves, 

The general penalty for failure to file returns by the 
date specified is 5 percent of the amount of tax payable 
witha maximum of $500 Specific penalties are provided 
for failure to file returns under certain classifications,
